roads predicted today the ban on 
Pullman cars for short runs might 
last three to five months as troop

This will shorten the coming 
crisis in domestic transportation— 
which had been expected to run 
until March — but will throw an 
unprecedented burden on the na- 
tion's railroads through the entire 
vacation-travel] peak.

Nips Land 
New Force 
In China 


CHUNGKING, Sunday, July 8. 
(?)—The Chinese Central News 
Agency reported 
Japanese Marines had landed on 
the coast of southeast China 140 
miles west of Formosa in an ap- 
parent attempt to frustrate any 
Allied plans for an -invasion of 
the Asiatic mainland. 

Several enemy ianding parties 
beached on the bay-cut shores of 
Fukien province near Changpu, an 
important coastal highway center 
85 miles southwest of the former 
treaty port of Amoy, the agency 
said. 

The landings—second Japanese 
coastal operation in six weeks— 
were made June 30, but the in- 
vaders were tackled by local Chi- 
nese. militia and “severe fighting” 
is in progress, the front dispatch 
said. 

The definite purpose of the 
landings was not. stated, but 
@hungking observers’. believed 
they may have been actuated by 
an enemy desire 4o test Chinese 
strength in the coastal region 
south of Japanese-held Amoy and 
to learn whether any preparations 
for an Anglo-American invasion 
were in progress. 


AMOY FORCE DWINDLES 


It also was believed that the 
Japanese operation was designed 
to safeguard the depleted Japa- 
nese garrison in Amoy—the only 
Japanese-held strongpoint along 
the coast of Fukien province— 
from Chinese attack. 

It was recently estimated that 
the enemy garrison in Amoy, orig- 
inally placed at 10,000 troops, had 
dwindled to about 2,000 through

American bombers and fighters 
raked Kyushu island again and 
scourged Japan’s strangled sea 
lifelines in attacks which sank or 


damaged 14 more enemy vessels, 
it was announced yesterday, as 
Tokyo reported a great, steadily- 
growing U. S. air fleet of more 
than 2,200 planes massed on the 
empire’s doorstep. 

Five Japanese industrial cities 
still smouldered after a near-rec- 
ord 600-plane B-29 raid as the 
new attacks came. The enemy's 
obvious inability to oppose effec- 
tively the mounting fury of the 
obliteration aerial assault in the 
face of the tremendous air power 
pouring into the Marianas and 
Okinawa accentuated Tokyo re 
ports of frantic measures to 
strengthen the homeland against 
invasion. 

KYUSHU AGAIN HIT 

Australians in east Borneo drove 
six miles inland above captured 
Balikpapan as the battle for the 
great Pandansari oil refineries en- 
tered its sixth day.

In her crib-filled house, at 550 
English avenue, N. W., Mrs. C. L. 
Dunton is making a career of look- 
ing after other people’s babies, 
and is giving them a real home, 
even though they stay with her 
temporarily. 

Almost three years ago, Mrs. 
Dunton heard of the great need of 
the Child Welfare Association for 
foster home care for the many 
babies of families whose homes 
are broken up because of illness, 
death, or family trouble, or whose 
health or behavior makes special 
care necessary. Since her own 
three children are grown and 
away from home and she missed 
having a family, Mrs. Dunton de- 
cided to offer her services to the 
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welfare work- 


er comforts three-year-old “Sue,” who is a little bewil- 
dered by her new surroundings. “Sue” has just arrived 
at Mrs. Dunton’s home to claim her share of love and 
attention for a short time from the “foster mother” who 
has harbored more than 35 babies in three years. 


Welfare Association as a “substi- 
tute mother.” 

Now, three years later, Mrs. 
Dunton can look back on a job 
well done, and a“job that always 
will supply her with many happy 
memories. She has taken 36 chil- 
dren into her home and given 
them the benefits of a normal, har- 
monious surrounding. Many of 
these babies owe their health and 
well-being to her. She devotes her 
entire time to their care, and some- 
times has as many as five lying in 
the clean, white cribs which fill 
the nursery. 

No task concerning babies {8 too 
difficult for this “foster boarding 
mother” to undertake. Once, when 
three babies were already in her 
home, Mrs. Dunton was called on 
to take four-week-old twins, both 
weighing barely six pounds. The 
babies were very delicate and re- 
quired extra attention and care. 
Mrs, Dunton took them in, and at 
the end of five months they 
weighed more than 12 pounds, and 
were alert and healthy. 

This is only one example of doz- 
ens of the work of Mrs. Dunton. 
She says now she doesn’t know 
what she would do without a 
room full of them to keep her on 
the jump. 

“My husband is crazy about the 
babies, too,” she said, “and some- 


times he becomes so attached to'| 


them he can hardly stand to see 
them leave us and go back to their 
families.” 

The Welfare Association is in 
need of others like Mrs. Dunton to 
take children into their homes and 
be their temporary foster parents. 
The association pays the child’s 
board, supplies ration books for 
them, and provides for medical 
and dental care, clothing, inciden- 
tals and a small allowance for old- 
er children.

MOSCOW, July 7.—(4)—The 
Russians as they approach the 
“Victory” conference of the Big 
Three are determined to reach 
agreements with their allies that 
will snuff out German imperialism 
forever and guarantee that a Hitler 
never again will rise to power. 

The Soviets do not want just a 
stopgap measure this time. In 


ti this connection, they believe that 


their Allies are making a serious 
mistake in handling the German 
people. 

First of all, the Russians b -lieve 
it is imperative that a better CGer- 


many must swell from the German 


people and not develop from re- 
pressive measures imposed upon 
them. 

They feel that the Allies are 
guilty of bad judgment when they 
outlaw all political parties and 
do not allow mass gatherings of 
Germans for political discussions. 
The Red army occupying forces 
have legalized all anti-Fascist par- 
ties in their zones. They have rec- 
ognized trade unions and they al- 
low meetings. 

It goes without saying that the 
Soviets are keeping an eye on 
every organization which calls 
itself anti-Fascist and on every 
meeting dedicated to German de- 
mocracy. The first sign that any 
of these gatherings might be used 
as an undercover for Naziism or 
for the revival of German milita- 
rism to even the slightest extent 
will see quick counter measures.

Young Terror Stalks 
Streets of New York

NEW YORK, July 7.—(4)—yYouthful gangs are an old story on 
the sidewalks of New York, but there’s a new note of viciousness in 


the current crop. 

Consider cases like these: 

Two boys are held on homicide 
charges, the result of a schoolboy’s 
death in a street fight between 
the “Jackson Knights” and the 
“Slicksters”’; 

Thirteen members of the “So- 
cialistic Dukes” are awaiting trial | 
on charges of possessing danger- 
ous weapons; 
plotting an assault on the “Ma- 
jestics” with homemade pistols, ice 
picks and knives; 

In one recent three-week pe- 
riod, 40 boys appeared in 
daily lineup at police headquar- 
ters: they had been caught with 
runs made from pipes and capable 
of shooting 22-caliber bullets, long 
bladed knives,

THE JACKSON KNIGHTS 


In the case of the “Jackson 
Knights” versus the “Slicksters,” 
the police said members of the 
latter gang stole a pair of eye- 
glasses from one of the rival 
group. Two nights later the 
“Slicksters” approached a corner 
and the “Jackson Knights” opened 
fire. 


Boys from rival Brooklyn gangs 
were brought into court to wit- 
ness, as an object lesson, the sen-| 
tencing of one of their 16-year-old 
members to 10 to 20 years in prison | 
for shooting a member of another 
The boys, 13 to 17 years 
old, were members of the “Robins” 
and the “Beavers.” | 

When the gangs are not fight- 
ing each other, they often go ram. 
paging in the neighborhood, steal- 
ing anything that strikes their 
Intimidating a storekeep- 
they will threaten to smash | 
his windows if he “squeals,” and | 
then help themselves to his mer- 
chandise. 

Younger children are —- intimi- 
dated and robbed of any change 
they mav have. Peddlers often 
encounter gangsters swooping 
down upon their wagons, to snatch 
anything they can. 


VANDALISM 


Red smears daubed on Jewish, 
Catholic and Protestant places of 
worship in a recent wave of van- 
dalism were attributed to youthful 
gangs by church officials. 


Still more recently, youngsters 
roving in groups seriously have 
damaged school property, hacking 
desks, smashing window panes, 
mutilating pictures, ripping piano 
strings and setting fires in waste- 
baskets.

CARACAS, Venezuela, July 7.—(4)—Spurred by the war effort, | 
Venezuela has become the second largest producer of oil in the world. | 
Outranked only by the United States, Venezuela has a daily pro- 
ductiorrof 850,000 barrels and is about ready for its second oil boom

In the court- 
room, Judge Atkinson displays 
some of his old-fashioned good 
will and good humor as he tries to 
talk separating couples into going 
back togethe: and making a home.

SERVED AS ARBITER | 

His ability to smooth out dif-| 
ferences among factions brought 
him into the legislature in 1921. 
The warring political factions in 
Savannah were unable to agree 
on their candidates, so they picked 
Atkinson as the compromise can- 
didate, and he was chosen with- 
out opposition. He has _ served 
four terms in the house, being op- 
posed twice. He was sent to the 
senate twice without opposition, 
and once in a landslide over an 
opponent. Last year he was slat- 
ed for a fourth term without op- 
position when Gov, Arnall - ap- 
‘pointed him to the bench. 

As the senate floor leader in 
1937, Atkinson pushed through 
the Rivers “Little New Deal” pro- 
gram that expanded Georgia’ s wel- 
fare, educational and prison pro- 
_grams. In 1943, most senators 
had decided to elect Atkinson as 
president pro tem. President 
Frank Gross insisted that he need.

Those as Grady usually give 
the vehicle the simple term, sick 
car, but the automobile’s official 
name is Squad Car 224. Grady 
hospital acquired the car in 1943 
from the city police department. 
It is equipped with a special po- 
lice radio which is tuned at all 
times to WPDY. the city police 
frequency. 

Doctors leave on their morning | 
rounds equipped with the names 
of those requiring medical atten- 
tion throughout the county, and/| 
the radio broadcasts addresses of 
those needing medical attention 
after the car has left the hospital. 

During the six weeks in which 
the second or third-year intern 
rides the sick car, he is, to all 
practical purposes, the hospital’s 
general practitioner. At the end of 
the day his book will contain nota- 
tions on such a variety of ailments 
as measles, broken bones, sore 
throats, coronary diseases and a 
dozen other sicknesses which are 
encountered by the country doc- 
tor in an average day’s work. 
BACKED BY GRADY 

But the difference between the 
sick car doctor and his country 
colleague lies in the fact that be-

MILES 
Special Officer J. S. Gunter, 
who since 1924 has been driving 
Grady doctors on their daily sick 
rounds, estimates that he drives 


an average distance of 60 miles 
each day. 


“And in poor weather during 
the winter time, when sickness 
hits Atlanta the worst,” he said, 
“we'll often put in 75 or more 
miles.” 


Until 1943 all sick calls were 
made by two emergency ambu 
lances. However, when serious ac- 
cidents occurred, and the ambu- 
lances were in routine service, 
hospital officials were often unm 
able to send aid until long after 
the accident. 


Today, Superintendent Wilson 
\said, the sick car provides unin- 
‘terrupted service, and the one re- 
maining ambulance is only min- 
utes away from any accident in 
the county. 

“Car 224,” Wilson said, “has be 
come one of Grady’s most impor 
tant services.”

Of the 7,- 
000 unclaimed savings accounts in 
his bank, he sdys that many were 
opened by officers and soldiers 
at Camp Gordon during the last 
war who evidently shipped out 
too hurriedly to close their ac-| 
counts and never remembered 
them. 

A story of this war is a favorite 
with Atlanta bankers. A soldier 
tationed here for a while was 
lucky with the dice. The next 
day he deposited a tidy little sum 
in one of the local banks. 

Then the soldier went overseas. 
Somewhere in the Pacific he con. 
fided to a buddy from home that 
he had several thousand dollars 
in an Atlanta bank. 

“I’m going to surprise my wife 
with it when I get home,” he said. 
“We can build our home with it. 
IT haven’t told her or any of my 
family about that money. Nobody 
knows it but you.”

So, by just a chance remark in 
the Pacific was a great deal of 
monev saved from becoming a 
“dormant account.” 

BANKER’S ACCOUNT 

“These unclaimed accounts are 
more prevalent than a lot of peo- 
ple think,” says C. M. Floyd at the 
Fulton National bank. “When I 
came here to work in 1926, I dis- | 
covered an account my father had 
opened in 1914—and forgotten. 
See, it can happen in a banker's 
own family.” 

Bankers offer many reasons for 
the existence of unclaimed ac- 
counts besides forgetfulness on the 
part of the owner or ignorance on 
the part of an heir. | 

They say, -for instance, that | 
many people deposit a round sum, 
gay $500. - Then, after a few years, 
they withdraw the original sum— 
forgetting the interest. Thus, the 
accrued interest becomes an “un- | 
claimed account.” 

LEAVES TOWN 

Or, a man will go out of town 
and leave a few dollars im his ac- 
count, just so he won't have to go 
to the trouble of opening the ac 
count again when he comes back. 
Then he never comes back and 
the few dollars remain. 

“During the depression,” said 
one banker, “we made a special 
effort to locate owners of even 
emai! sums. They came in handy 
then.” 

Fven in normal times, however, 
banks make every effort to locate 
their wayward depositors. Through 
city directories, friends and rela- 
tives, life insurance companies. 
thev trace. down thousands of 
peopie. 

Still, vou might have a little 
money in an Atlanta bank that 
rou don’t know about. You may 
even have a lot.

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DR. HERMES TRICKED WFY TO FREEDOM 


Ringleader of Plot To Kill Hitler 
Often Consulted Coolidge, He Says 


The first full and authentic account of the German underground plot last July 20 to kill Adolf Hitler, 
. to seize the German government, and to accept terms of unconditional surrender from the Allies has 


at last come to light. 


Interviewed in Berlin, the only known survivor of the ringleaders of the 


plot gave the following exclusive story to Lionel Shapiro, North American Newspaper Alliance 


correspondent.

“In this capacity I visited the,

ith President Calvin Coolidge. 
In 1928, I] “was elected to the 
leichstag as a Catholic Center 
party member, where I remained 
unti] 1933. Then on March 21 
of that vear, the Nazis arrested 
me on the pretext that I had 
wrongly administered several mil- 
lion marks in my capacity as 
president of the German Union of 
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Agricultural Co-operatives. I spent 
five months in prison. After my 
release I spent a year writing a 
book to prove that the charges 
were completely false, but I did 
not succeed in reversing the de- 
cision of the Nazi-controlled court. 

“In 1936, F finally left Germany. 
The president of the republic of 


Colombia invited me to Bogota as. 


a technical adviser on agricultural 
co-operatives and 1 gladly accept- 
ed. I spent three years in Bogota 
before returning, to Germany in 
March, 1939, merely for the pur- 
pose of bringing my five children 
back to Colombia. But before I 
could complete travel arrange- 
ments war broke out and | was 
trapped. I knew that I was in 
a dangerous position because, in 
Colombia, I was known as a “pro- 
tector” of Jews for my work in 
helping settle Jewish refugee fam- 
ilies on the land. 

“When Germany made war on 
Poland in Aug., 1939, I knew this 
would become another world war 
and that we were bound to lose. 


| Better than that fool, Von Ribben- 


trop, I knew that Britain would 
honor her treaty obligation toward 
Poland. Even after the quick 
conquest of France I was con- 
vinced that we must lose. I was 
sure the United States would 
never allow England to be beat- 
en. 1 then retired as obscurely 
as possible to my home at Bad 
Godesburg on the Rhine. 

PLOT FOUNDED 

“It was early in 1943 — one day 
in February, I believe — that I 
first became involved in a plot to 
overthrow Hitler. Dr. Goerdeler, 
former oberburgomeister of Leip- 
zig and prominent member of the 
German Nationalist party, came 
to visit me at Bad Godesberg. We 
talked for a long time and Goer- 
deler described several meetings 
he had with Col. Gen. Beck, for- 
mer chief of the German general 
staff. It seems the original idea de- 
veloped in Goerdeler’s mind and 
he quickly found that Beck and a 
coterie of younger colonels agreed 
with him that Hitler must be over- 
thrown, by force if necessary, and 
the war must be brought to an 
end promptly. Goerdeler had come 
to Bad Godesberg to offer me the 
post of minister of agriculture in 
the new government, which we 
knew must be prepared to admin- 
ister Germany the moment the 
Nazis were overthrown, 

“I don’t think the date of Feb- 
ruary, 1943, which, you remember, 
was shortly after Stalingrad, Ala- 
mein and your North African land- 
ings, is particularly significant. 
Goerdeler gave me a strong im- 
pression that he and Beck had 
been weaving the plot against 
Hitler for about a year before that. 
I think they realized as well as I 
did that, from the moment the 
war began, we could not possibly 
win, and also that the Nazis had 
launched a criminal and senseless 
war. 

“I agreed to accept the cabinet 
position and to recruit certain 
trusted friends of mine into the 
organization, There were really 
two organizations — one military 
and one civilian — the military or- 
ganization, of which Beck was 
leader, had as its responsibility 
the actual assassination of Hitler 
and all arrangements for imme- 
diate control of the German war- 
making machine and the arrest of 
surviving Nazi leaders. The civil- 
lan organization was headed by 
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‘of his 
'bomb method was the only way 


He is Dr. Andreas Hermes, German cabinet minister during 


Goerdeler and its responsibility 
was to form in advance a new 
government and sue for peace. I 
was naturally part of the civilian 
organization, and I knew — only 
superficially of Beck’s arrange- 
ments for the assassination 
Hitler. 

MORE RECRUITED 

“Goerdeler came to see me 
again at Bad Godesberg in August, 
1943, at which time he brought 
a report on development of the 
plot. He had by now recruited 
several hundred minor function- 
aries — more than half of them 
civilians — and he seemed satis: 
fied the plot was proceeding fa- 
vorably although he gave me no 
indication when we might expect 
the climax to arrive. 

“In December, 1943, we met in 
Berlin. Here I saw for the first 
time Count Klaus von Stauffen- 
berg, a colonel on the general staff, 
who eventu.lly was entrusted with 
the job of assassinating Hitler. He 
struck me.as a most militant anti- 
Nazi and he was thoroughly dis- 
gusted with the war. 

“*The sooner this crazy war is 
ended the better for our people,’ 
he said. 

“This meeting was primarily a 
civilian gathering to discuss 
political action toward ending the 
war. Besides Goerdeler and my- 
self, there was Jacob Kaiser, of 
the Christian Trade Unions, Hein- 
rich Langsohmer, Socialist leader; 
Doctor Wirmer, of the Catholic 
Center party, and Doctor LeJeune- 
Jung, of the German Nationalist 
party. : 

“We solemnly decided we would 
accept any terms offered us by 
the Allies. We realized this would 
mean unconditional surrender but 
we were convinced the war was 
lost and that we must save as 
many lives as possible and prevent 
physical destruction of German 
towns and cities. 

“Our organization was now very 
strong, though small. On the civil- 
ian side we had, in addition to the 
ones I have named, Dr. Von Has- 
sel, former ambassador to Rome; 
Dr. Popitz, former Prussian minis- 
ter of finance; Count Von Schul- 
enburg, former ambassador to 
Moscow, and Dr. Kiep, former 
counsellor in the United States 
embassy. Beck had recruited Gens. 
Olbricht, Haase, Hoeppner, and 
Stieff and Field Marshal Von 
Vitzleben as well as many others. 
I also remember vividly a man 
who was named Hulmut Von 
Moltke, grandnephew of the fa- 
mous Von Moltke. 


“DER TAG” COMES 

“As for myself, I was bitter 
about the war. My three sons who 
had now become of military age 
had gone to the Russian front. Two 
already were dead. The third was 
still alive when I had last heard 
from him but that was several 
months before the end of the war. 

“Now we come to July 20. Of 
course, there was no definite date 
arranged for the attempt on Hit- 
ler’s life. It had to be done when- 
ever the opportunity presented it- 
self. The civilian organization had 
long been ready with its plans for 
a complete government’ under 
Goerdeler, and we really knew 
little of Beck’s military prepara- 
tion- except this: He was absolute- 
ly confident that once Hitler was 
aead he would have absolutely no 
difficulty in seizing control of all 


the German armed forces — yes, 


even of the SS. 


self under his command. Instead, 
Rehmer consulted with Goebbels 
who agenss to be in the chan- 
cellery. Goebbels immediately tel- 
ephoned Hitler, discovered he was 
still alive, and immediately put 
counter-measures into effect  be- 
fore Beck, Von Witzleben and 
Haase could seize control of the 
army. It was a matter of min- 
utes between success and failure. 
I hope some day that Rehmer will 
be caught—if he’s still alive—and 
punished properly for what he 
did. Von Stauffenberg was mur- 
dered in the chancellery shortly 
after his arrival in Berlin. Beck 
killed himself before he could be 
apprehended. 

“I was in Lindau on Lake Con- 
stance on July 20 and I didn’t 
know about the attempt until 
Goebbels broadcast the story about 
it the next day. On July 22 the 
Gestapo arrested me, together with 
two of my collaborators — Dr. 
Gessler, former minister of war, 
and Dr Fehr, a former Bavarian 
leader. ‘Ve were brought to Augs- 
burg during the night by auto and

“Meanwhile, a nationwide hunt 
had started for Goerdeler and at 
the end of August they finally 
caught him in East Prussia.

.oomed me. After being  trans- 
ferred from one prison to another 
I finally was brought before the 
court charged with high treason. 
This was on Dec, 20. Luckily, the 
Christmas holidays intervened and 


our | 


‘it was not until Jan. 11 of this 
‘year that I was found guilty and 
sentenced to death. 

“While in the death cell, I man- 
aged to keep in touch with my 
wife. Through a system of bribery, 
she was able to send me food par- 
cels, She constructed a marmalade 
jar with a false bottom by which 
we exchanged letters and instruc- 
tions. By means of appeals for a 
new trial and other legal techni- 
calities my execution was post- 
poned. This process became suc- 
cessively easier as the Red army 
approached nearer to Berlin. The 
Mazis were becoming much more 
lenient toward the end of their 
regime, On the night of April 22 
there were nine condemned men in 
the prison, We were all in one un- 
derground cell as_ protection 
against bombing. A guard came in 
and summoned seven of us. These 
were immediately hanged. By 


some miracle I was spared until: 


April 25 when the Russians broke 
open the prison doors and liber- 
ated me. 

“Jacob Kaiser and myself were 
the only ones of the group left 
alive. Kaiser was spared because 
he was never caught by the Nazis.

Hitler’s personal orders they were | 


denied religious comfort and I 
was forbidden to approach them.

“Yon Witzleben told me some- 
thing that never appeared in re- 
ports of the trial. When Roland 
Friessler, president of the peo- 
ple’s court, condemned him to 
death Von Witzleben shouted, 
‘You can condemn me and hang 
me, but some day you will be 
pleased to receive so mild a sen- 
tence. You will be dragged 
through the streets by the Ger- 
man people. ‘That will be your 
fate.’ All those condemned with 
Von Witzleben went to their 
deaths with great courage, par- 
ticularly Von Witzleben himself. 
They all confessed to me their 
complicity in the plot. Many were 
fearfully beaten and _ tortured, 
particularly Dr. Kiep. 

There 
was nothing extraordinary about 
the executions except that the 
prison courtyard was brilliantly 
lighted and many motion picture 
cameras recorded every detail.

In America

» NEW YORK, July 7:—(4)—The 
American Dialect Society is out 
to prove that a proverb in a book 
is worth two in the bush. 

The society is well aware that 
folk sayings have been a part of 
every nationa! lore since the days 
of Aristotle. It holds that some 
thing should be done about pre- 
Serving the Americanisms, at 
least 

Hence, its current project, to 
coliect. American proverbs and 
publish them for posterity. 

The dialect society, a group of 
language scholars headed by 
Kemp Malone. of Johns Hopkins 
University, is interested in every 
thing touching upon the history 
and changing structure of our 
tongue. This particular project is 
under direction of Margaret Bry 
ant, of Johnson, S. C., chairman 


of the Department of English at 


Brooklyn College. 


Having collected hundreds of 
proverbs (the meaning has now. 


broadened from “profound max- 
im” to include any popular by- 


word), Dr. Bryant thinks that the | 
interesting thing about them is. 
that they, contradictory and oft- | 


en foolish, still are taken as fac- 
tua] arguments upon which to turn 
court cases, to win a family fight 
or to follow in case of illness. 
OLD PROVERBS 

Old proverbs keep cropping up 
in new form. .“A _ stitch in time 
saves nine” becomes “Always tie 
the thread and you will not lose 
the first stitch.” The proverbial 
phrase “to wear your heart on 
your sleeve” has changed to “to 
broadcast your troubles.” 

The proverbs that have grown 


up in this country are a reflec- | 


tion of each section’s particular 
history. Many are occupational 


in origin like “He does his log- 
ging after dark,” used in the state | 
of Washington. Or the New Eng-. 
land “Good fences make good, 
neighbors.” The weather charac- | 


terized by a warm wind which 


melts snow (a “chinook”’) pro-. 


duced the proverbial simile in 


Oregon: “A smile like a chinook.” | 


Dr. Bryant has discovered that 


a sound skepticism pervades pro-| 
verbial wisdom. Probably the 


most striking philosophical trend 
is to be found in its adherence 
to the middle way. For every 
New England proverb teaching 
frugality and conservatism (“Look 


before you leap”) there is one, 
from the casual and easy-going 
middle-west and west exhorting 
the opposite behavior. (“He who 


hesitates to cross the Mississippi 
is lost.”) 
LUCK AND OMENS 

The many sayings relating to 
good and bad luck during wed- 
dings or funerals usually are clas- 
sified as omens, not proverbs. 
However, they suggest by folklore 
what the modern world retains of 
the old pagan ideas of good and 
evil gods. The Greeks and Romans 
were disturbed by broken mirrors 
and black cats just as we are. But 
throughout the ¢enturies there has 
been an increasing tendency to 
make the omens more specific. 

Thus a broken: mirror no longer 
means eternal doom but a mere 
seven years of bad luck. A wed- 
ding cake under the pillow means 
not only good luck but that a girl 
will dream about the man she is to 


Dr. Bryant has discovered that 
of thousands of proverbs, few com- 
ment on. wisdom. As a whole they 
indicate that the masses of people 


prefer talking about people’s vices | 


’ 


more than their virtues. 
SOUTHERN LORE 

Miss Bryant thinks that the most 
eolorful proverbs come from the 
southern states with their wealth 
of Negro.lore. In Mississippi a fa- 
vorite is: “The littler the station, 
the bigger the agent.” And, “A 
fool's tongue is long enough to cut 
Mie throat.” Another: “A closed 
mouth catches no flies.” 

In California the Spanish influ- 
ence poetically contributes: “He 
who loves you dearly, makes you 
ery.” Or “There isn't a rascal or a 
thief that doesn’t have his devo- 
tion.” 

Proverbs still are being born. 
But just appearing in print or fall- 
ing off the tongue of some witty 
epigramist doesn’t make a bright 
quip a proverb: it has to become 
part of the language, known to 
the mass of the people, to gain a 
nod from Miss Bryant and her col- 
lectors—chairmen in each of the 
48 states.

Activation Sure 
For Hospital 
Kuthority in ‘45 - 


Activation of the Fulton-De- 
Kalb county hospital authority on 
or before January, 1946, has been 
assured with final signatures of 
officials representing Atlanta and 
Fulton and DeKalb counties. 


The authority, composed of a 
group from the metropolitan area, 
will provide needed public hos- 
pital facilities for both counties, 
and will direct construction of a 
new $5,000,000 Grady hospital and 
establishment of a $30,000,000 
medical center in Atlanta. 

Mayor Hartsfield and _ Scott 
Candler, DeKalb county commis- 
sioner, yesterday placed their sig- 
natures on contracts between the 
Atlanta and DeKalb governments 
with: the authority. Fulton county 
commissioners previously had ap- 
proved a similar contract, and the 
authority can begin to function as 
soon as final details are worked 
out. 

Under the agreements, the city 
will deed to the authority all its 
present public hospital facilities, 
including equipment, and the two 
counties will levy county-wide 
taxes to operate and maintain the 
plants. 

Although a final draft of the 
contract through which the city 
will deed its facilities to the au- 
thority has not been completed, 
the mayor’s signature to the coun- 
cil action authorizing him to sign 
such an agreement, indicates that 
it will be approved as’ soon as it 
is submitted to the city’s chief ex- 
ecutive. 

Hartsfield said the city is ready 
to do whatever is indicated to 
activate the authority, and that it 
is destined to make Atlanta one 
of the greatest medical treatment 
and research centers in the nation. 

In approving the DeKalb-au- 
thority contract yesterday, Can- 
dler said, “It is the greatest thing 
which ever happened to Atlanta 
with one single exception, and 
tha: is that Atlanta is contiguous 


to and extends into DeKalb coun- 
ty, which we naturally think is 
the best county in the world. 

“I think it is a splendid thing, 
and it will mean better service to 
the poor unfortunate people of this 


area of Georgia,” Candler added.

To point out the economic sig- 
nificance of the plan to the state 
generally, Lane said the amount 
of money which the finance com- 
panies took out of Georgia in 
1941—the last year of full-scale 
installment buying—exceeded the 
cash accruing to the people on the 
cotton crop.

When the new Mrs. Robert Sommerville, who was until her 
marriage on Monday The Constitution columnist, Evelyn Hanna, 
of Thomaston, Ga., returns from her honeymoon in Scotland, she 
will become the chatelaine of a charming apartment in that well- 
known section of London in which the Savoy botel, covent gar- 
den and Temple court are landmarks. This information comes 
from a gentleman recently returned from London, who is well 
acquainted with the layout. The marriage of the Georgia novelist 
to her London literary agent took place immediately following the 
former’s recent arrival in England. 


The address of the newlyweds’ flat (an apartment is always a 
flat in England) is WC2, 6 Maiden Lane, and is by way of being 
rather celebrated, for it was formerly the home of a famous English 
actress, according to Sally’s informant.

Maublanc, who was born Gladys Graham, was in- 
terned by the Nazis, it seems, for aiding Allied servicemen while 
in Paris, and was cast into the Ravensbrook camp at Mecklenburg. 


Far from being broken in spirit, however, Mme. Maublanc has 
astounded her friends and inspired their admiration by the remark- 
able manner in which she has reacted to the terrible experience. 
Down to 80 pounds at the time of her release, she has regained 
much of her weight and spontaneity, and looks well and happy, so 
the report goes. Nor does she object to talking of her depressing 
experience. 

An interesting story she tells illustrates the manner in which 
the majority of the 12,000 women interned with her kept up their 
spirits. It also serves to illustrate the irrepressible instinct of the 
French women for fashion. 

The prison garb, it seems, consisted of ugly, striped cotton pull- 
overs that came down to the ankles, had no belts, no sleeves, and 
were entirely devoid of shape. Somehow from somewhere the 
women managed to dig up needles, thread and a pair of scissors. 

They cut the bag-like garments to a fashionable length and 
used the left-over material to make belts, pockets or a bit of trim- 
ming. As a result feminine morale began to rise,

and his work he has been an am- 
bassador of understanding be- 
tween us. The other important 
thing to remember is that although 
his vocation is writing, his life in- 
terest has been in the organization 
of peace. He is an articulate and 
learned peace maker, ‘vho for 10 
years was difector of the Paris 
office of the League of Nations. 
During the years between wars he 
spent four months of each year 
lecturing before .esponsible 
groups in the United States, and 
a universities, where he remained 
after speaking, to exchange views 
with our people and get to know 
every state in the country. The 

ther eight months were absorbed 

by writing at his home in Paris, 
where he produced nine books and 
quantities of articles. To even 
mention his distinguished friends, 
or his own activities, would take 
@ small book in itself. 

The ringing telephone inter- 
rupted us several times. Coming 
back from one call Mr. de Lanux 
commented on how many lost 
friends are turning up now. 

“News is coming through from 
people we had for a long time

thought dead. It is wonderful. 
Some news is bad of course, but 
.much of it is good.” 


The only child in this family is 
a daughter who enlisted in the 
French air force after leaving 
Middlebury College in Vermont, 
where her father has been head 
of Contemporary Civilization the 
past three years. She was laughing 
and pretty in the picture we saw 
of her standing with her cousin, 
a boy of 20 who weighs only 120 
pounds for his more than six 
feet. Looking at him it was dif- 
ficult to believe that he and other 
boys his age have spent several 
years smuggling out American 
and British fliers to safety. Pierre 
de Lanux spoke warmly of the 
underground. 


“Not only must they be strong 
people with character, but they 
must be resourceful and _ intelli- 
gent. When you realize that people 
like these of the underground are 
in ten countries in Europe and 
have been co-operating through 
the four years they have had a 
common enemy, you worry less 
about what will happen over there 
now.” 


He pointed out that interna- 
tional relations in the  under- 
ground have been excellent and 
that even now they are the strong- 


est group in each eountry, and 


they know each other well. 

He believes the people every- 
where are responsible for what 
has happened and thinks they 
have not taken their share of the 
blame. He is convinced they must 
now take the responsibility for 
establishing peace. The people in 
each country must make it work. 

He wants to go home when he 
can. He knows that his belongings 
are in storage where a friend put 
them when the Germans took over 
his home. He would like to resume 
the pattern for his life which he 
liked so much before the war, four 
months in the United States, eight 
in France. It was on one of his 
lecture trips here that he was 
caught for the duration when 
France was invaded. He was a 
captain in the Ambulance Service 
in the last war and has worked 
earnestly in this one. 

When he returns to France he 
hopes to write about America for 
the French. They need badly to 
hear so many things, denied them 
during the occupation, from some- 
one who knows and loves Amer- 
ica. The fleeting look of home- 
sickness which came over his face 
caused us to remember how many 
millions in the world are home- 
sick, longing for their homelands 
and homefolks. It made us feel 
desperately that someone, some- 
how must make another war im- 
possible. A man like de Lanux 
gives us faith, for he believes so 
confidently that it can and must 
be done. And he is spending his 
life to bring it about.

This 


time it is Elizabeth Metzger Howard, o 


Winter Haven, Fla., and the 


price is $20,000—the top award in a contest sponsored by Doubleday, 
Doran & Co. “to secure outstanding novels by either new or estab- 


lished writers.” 

Mrs. Howard is the author of 
many short stories, poems and ar- 
ticles, but the script which won 
her this sizable pot of gold is her 
first novel. Scheduled for publica- 
tion early in 1946, “Before the Sun 
Goes Down” (that is the title) is 
1 many-peopled story of a small 
Pennsylvania town in the 1880's. 
The interplay of two leading fami- 
lies provides much of the action. 

A resident of Florida since 1931, 
Mrs. Howard was born in Pennsyl- 
vania and educated in private 
schools and at Columbia Univer- 
sity. She has done free-lancing and 
editorial work in New York, and 
has had much published under her 
maiden name of Elizabeth Metz- 
ger. She married a British mining 
engineer and has traveled in Eu- 
rope and Africa. 

“Before the Sun Goes Down” 
was chosen from among 500 en- 
tries, representing 44 states, Eng- 
land, Canada, the West Indies and 
South Africa.

The Elephant 
And the Polish Question 


The late Ignace Paderewski, great Polish pa- 

ptt ee triot and perhaps the greatest concert pianist of 

a all time, once told a story which illustrated the 

problem of dealing with Poland better than stacks of books on the 
subject. He said: 

Five men of different nationalities were assigned to write a 
book about the elephant. 

The Englishman went to India, discussed the elephant, bought 
rifles, bearers and went out on a hunt. He came back with a 
heavily illustratéd book entitled “How I Shot My First Elephant.” 

The Frenchman went out to the zoological garden with his lady 
friend, took a table near the elephants, and the next day produced 
a yellow-backed pamphlet, “L’Elefant et Ses Amours.” 

The German retired to a garret and spent five years on research 
and emerged with the first of a five-volume set entitled “Intro- 
duction to a Monograph on the Study of the Elephant.” 

The Russian retired to his room, got drunk on vodka, and 
came forth-with a melancholy booklet, “The Elephant—Does It 
Exist?” 

The Pole went to the library, got a table and wrote a burning, 
acid-like article—‘‘The Elephant and the Polish Question.”. 

A stubborn, persevering people, the Poles have much to com- 
mend them. Nationally, we owe them a great debt: Two of their 
great military leaders came to the rescue of our colonial army— 
Gen. T. A. B. Kosciuszko and Count Casimir Pulaski. 

They have ever been nationalists. They have resisted every 
effort to destroy them as a people. When Poland disappeared from 
the map in one of the partitions in the 18th century, there were 
about 8,000,000 Poles. When Poland came back to the map in 1919 
there were about 20,000,000 Poles. 


Valor Their government, which began in 1919 as a democracy, 

quickly went into a dictatorship. The farm classes were 
largely without land and there was great discontent in Poland 
which had to be kept down by the army. Their treatment of 
minorities was distressingly cruel. 

Yet none ever denied the valor of the Poles. They were ready 
to fight and, when the time came, did fight. No people, unless it 
was the Greeks, were occupied more cruelly. 

A number of those with the ways and means escaped to.Eng- 
land. There they were recognized as the government in exile. The 
leader of that government was Gen. Ladislas Sikorski. 

He is worth- noting because he helps explain the present effort 
of the Polish government in exile, now unrecognized, to start up a 
civil war, or a war against Russia. 

Gen. Sikorski was a powerful figure in the struggle for ince 
pendence. In 1926 the reactionary government came into power 
and under the domination of the Polish nobles. Sikorski fell from 
favor and went to France. A real democrat and strongly pro- 
France, he violently opposed the then Polish government. He re- 
turned in 1938. was arrested and all but interned. But, after Beck 
and Smigly-Rydz were disgraced in 1939 he came naturally back 
into power. 

As head of the government in exile he kept it on something of 
an even keel even though there was the inevitable Polish dissension. 

In the: summer of 1943 while in England I talked with Gen. 
Sikorski. He pointed out that with a great war on and Poland 
conquered, there were in London alone, to serve the Poles there, 
18 Polish newspapers, each representing some faction. 

A aye joke that summer was: 

First Englishman—-I see where two more Poles escaped across 
the channel last night. 

Second Englishman: 


Ah, two more Polish newspapers. 


The great tragedy was that Gen. Sikorski was killed in an- 


airplane crash in the late summer of 1943. When that happened no 


one was able to hold the factions. 

. : They have made a great contribution in art, 
Individualists music, literature and culture generally. They 
are fine people and brave, magnificent soldiers. But they are the 
poorest diplomats and the poorest politicians in the world. 

Today the Warsaw government, containing some elements of 
the government in exile, has been recognized by England and the 
United States. It is the legal government. It is on Polish soil, in 
the capital city. International law requires us to recognize it. 

Yet the remnant of the government, now without legal standing, 
is calling upon the Polish army elements to remain loyal to it and 
oppose the present government. 

In other words, it is demanding civil war. 

The same story said that one of the problems in London now 
was whether or not the 26 Polish newspaners—representing a few 
thousand refugees. split into 26 political factions, would be allowed 
to continue. 

Maybe all this explains why the exasperated Paderewski, trying 
to get his people together politically, told the elephant story. 

The London Poles today are still writing, ‘“‘The Elephant and the 
Polish Question.”

These are the mental mysteries of the mind 
which are hidden even from ourselves. Secret impulses and fixa- 
tions we do not, consciously, know but which have mighty in- 
fluence in the formation of character and the shaping of life. 

I think it was the second layer, as well as the third, the sub- 
conscious, to which Solomon referred when he wrote, “... as he 
thinketh in his heart, so is he.” 


We Can Camouflage We can, in most of our human con- 


tacts, do some successful camouflag- 
ing. We can hide those secret thoughts of ours under the cover of 
a false first layer, an assumed character that hides the real person 
we are from the world. 

We can assume the outer mentality of the saint, while we know, 
in our hearts, we would be, if we dared, dissipated, lecherous, 
immoral. 

In milder deception we may, by force of the accident which 
determined our lot in life, assume the deceptive coloring of the 
perfect banker, let us say, when in our hearts we know we would 
be, if we followed inclination, a vagabond poet. 

Some, with the spirit of a rebel within them, are forced by the 
pressures of life and its economics into the roles of submissive, 
obedient servitors of one sort or another. Others, born with the 
soul of a slave, perhaps inherited from some ancestor of centuries 
ago, must pose and strut as leaders of men. 

It is of such misfits, such hidden, repressed characteristics, that 
emotional explosions are made, it is of such miscasting in the drama 
of life that tragedy is born. 


Our True Selves But, however we may cover those inner 


layers of. thought, to the Great Judge of 
us all it is the hidden man who is the real man. He looks deep 
into our secret personalities and, regardless of the deceptive outer 
coloring we have sought to assume, He sees us as we are and judges 
thereby. : 

As we think in our hearts, not as we would have others be- 
lieve we think, so are we. 

When, at last, our true selves are thus revealed, on that last 
Day of Judgment, we shall understand the truth of that sentence 
from the Sermon on the Mount, “Blessed are the meek, for they 
shall inherit the earth.”

A couple of editors favored 
the comeback of Ed Rivers, observing that he has the strongest 
campaign going of any of the present candidates. Others said ‘he

Rivers could come back and that Speaker Roy Harris had serious\y 
damaged his gubernatorial chances in his name-calling dispute with 
Arnall during the special session. This situation they sav leaves 
the field clear for the people to offer the office to their ideal.

<A | Midwest Takes 
a 4 To Harry Truman 


MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich.—President Tru- 
man is enjoying, at least for the time being, the 
cordial favor and good will of. the Republican 
midwest, according to reflection of sentiment by governors of that 
section who attended the annual governors’ conference here. 


It is an interesting psychological 
phenomenon, It seems to have lit- 
tle to do with Mr. Truman’s pol- 
icies. Instead it stems largely from 
the quiet, businesslike personality 
of the man, himself a product of 
the midwest and therefore under- 
standable to the people. 

Primary, perhaps, is the fact 
isn’t Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. The midwest, in its regional 
character, is generally skeptical of 
miracle men, preferring a more 
prosaic pattern. The former presi- 
dent was popular generally in the 
midwest in early New Deal days 
among many classes, including 


ernors are President Truman’s 
‘consideration for congress and the 
way he has invited Republicans 
to advise him, giving a co-oper- 
ative complexion to his adminis- 
tration. This is a political tech- 
nique familiar to them. 


A feeling was reflected among 
Republican governors,. whether 
valid or not, that President Tru- 
man was going to check what one 
governor called “the top-heavy la- 
bor domination of the Roosevelt 
regime.” 

A persistent impression from 
talking with midwest governors 
was their hope that President Tru- 
man would swing conservative. 
This ‘seems to be an influential 
factor at this stage in their think- 
a about him and his administra- 
ion. 


Growing perhaps partly from 
this is an interesting paradox in 
midwest reaction to the new presi- 
dent. This is the fact that his 
indorsement of the Roosevelt poli- 
cles, with which so many have 
disagreed so heartily, does not 
tseem, for the moment, to disturb 
the midwest or its kindly feeling 
toward Rim. This may reflect a 
belief that he will not press too 
vigorously for measures he in- 
herited from his predecessor, or 
werrd congress will block him, or 
oth. 


One thing that does seem cer- 
tain, however, is that no matter 
how hard President Truman might 
press for the Roosevelt objectives, 
he would not arouse the bitter- 
ness that..President Roosevelt stir- 
red up. That went beyond the 
measures and centered on Mr. 
Roosevelt, himself. 


There was an interesting reflec- 
tion of this difference in attitude 
toward President Truman and his 
predecessor at the governors’ con- 
ference here. Among the gover- 
nors, for instance, there is an al- 
most general resistance to Presi- 
dent Truman’s proposal! for a com- 
promise federal-state unemploy- 
ment benefit system to replace the 
present state system for which the 
governors have fought and for 
which they will stand firm. Yet 
there was no personal feeling ex- 
hibited against the President on 
this account. You would not have 
known that he had a different 
view. 

Nor was there any personality 
bias aroused over President Tru- 
man’s indication that many war 
controls will extend into the post- 
war period, although many gov- 
ernors here felt that they should 
be shut off as soon as the war 
ends. 

The midwestern kindness to- 
ward President Truman cannot be 
translated, of course, at this early 
stage, into terms of votes in 1948. 
Many people who like Mr. Tru- 
man now, and may still like him 
then, will nevertheless go right 
ahead and vote the Republican 
ticket—because they -are Repub-

Women Ban Fraternization 


PRINCETON, N. J.—How a person feels about the question of 
letting American soldiers in Germany fraternize with German girls 
depends largely on that person’s sex and age. 


Men under 30 interviewed in a 
survey were more likely than not 
to feel that it is all right for GI 


Joes in Germany to make dates 
with German girls. But women 
of all ages were dead set against 
the idea. 

Rarely has the Institute in its 
10 years of surveying public senti- 
ment ever found such a sharp 
split of opinion between the sexes 
as on this issue of fraternization 
with ,the girls of defeated -Ger- 
many. 

GIs in the occupation forces 
have been complaining bitterly 
about the present Army ban, 
which sets a fine of $65 on any 
soldier making friends with the 
Germans. But in their efforts to 
get the ban lifted the Gls will 
apparently have to contend 
only with top Army officials who 
originated the rule, but with the 
women-folk back home who 
thoreughly approve of the ban on 
fraternization. 

The explanation is probably 
that American girls don’t like the 
idea of having a boy friend “fall” 
for a girl in a foreign land, and 
older women fear that their sons 
might “get into trouble” if they 
date German girls. 

The issue of fraternization has 
stirred up a great deal of interest 
and discussion throughout the 
country. Interviewers who worked 
on the survey report that the 
question aroused more _ interest 
among men. and women inter- 
viewed than any one of a dozen 
other public.issues on which opin- 
ion was polled at the same time.

Your postwar job may hinge on 
our business with the other 
Americas. Here you glimpse the 
opportunities waiting for you 


HIS is the story of your postwar partners 
sf ~ 133,577,648 other Americans, the 
Americans who live south of the Rio Grande. 

With them you're going to make or break 
postwar peace and prosperity. With them you 
may insure and better your own job and 
theirs, increase the number of things you and 
they will be able to buy, use, make and sell. 
And guarantee that the enemies of democracy 
won't have a chance to cook up a third world 
war right in our own backyard. 

More and more of the 130,000,000 Ameri- 
cans north of the border are beginning to get 
a few different ideas about our ‘““Good Neigh- 
bors.”’ Here’s why: 

1. We see Latin Amer- 
ica as our No. 1 field for 
postwar business oppor- 
tunity. Two out of five 
forward-looking GI’s 
nearing discharge have 
some ideas about the pos- 
sibilities for themselves in 
the other Americas.Eighty 
out of 100 major UV. S. in- 
dustries are already work- 
ing on their own Latin ex- 
pansion plans. Half of our 
smaller businesses——those 
employing anywhere from 
10 to 500 people — think 
there’s a possible opening 
for them down there. 

2. Ask nine out of 10 
North Americans where they want to travel 
once overseas restrictions are lifted. They'll 
answer: “Latin America.” 

3. Americans regard Latin America’s 20 
republics as some of the biggest suppliers of 
the raw materials needed to keep us going 
and as the largest potential purchaser of the 
things made by our factories. That means 
jobs up here as well as down there; jobs affect- 
ing four out of every five U.S. workers. 


Must Give and Take 


Beuinp these facts there’s a vital, human 
side. For like any good partnership, the 
Americas, North and South, aren’t going to 
work together and achieve anything without 
a good deal of give and take. 

Pittsburgh found that out not long ago. 
The Koppers Company built and installed a 
battery of 50 ovens at Volta Redonda, near 
Rio, the first'modern coke and chemical by- 
product plant in the other Americas. Howls 
immediately went up: ‘Pittsburgh is cut- 
ting its own throat by creating competi- 
tion.’’ Koppers had the answer to that. 

Pittsburgh firms got orders-for rolling mills, 
electrical equipment and all kinds of items 
which Brazil otherwise wouldn’t need or 
couldn’t afford. Carnegie Tech even got. some 
students, for Brazil needs experts to run the 
plant los Americanos helped build. 

Peoria discovered the same thing. While

considering where to sell its surplus goods, it 
learned that Latin America was no pushover. 
Money and exchange restrictions, transport 
difficulties, sales conditions, had to be worked 
out. Peoria didn’t give up. She opened plants 
in the other Americas. She not only brought 
down ‘“‘Made-in-Peoria’”’ goods to be finished, 
packaged and sold by Latin Americans, but 
also found things that could be manufac- 
tured there and marketed here. And Bishop 
Joseph H. Schlarman, after a 15,000-mile 
trip, arranged to start a dozen Latin-Ameri- 
can boys coming to Peoria to study. 


Preparing Ourselves 


Lixe Pittsburgh and Peoria, people and 
businesses in scores of other cities have been 
preparing to fit themselves and their com- 
munities into the Pan American picture. 
Here’s what they’ve learned: 

There are terrific opportunities in Latin 
America. But not just 
for the taking. I lived 
down there almost five 
years, and I know. 

Not only must you 
know your own business 
well if you want to suc- 
ceed in Latin America, 
but you must either be 
sure it’s wanted or be 
prepared to help make a 
place for it. Just because 
they don’t have it is no 
reason to assume you can 
sell it to them. They may 
not want it. Possibly they 
can’t afford it. And defi- 
nitely, unless they sell to 
us, they can't buy from us. 

Our government recent- 
ly committed itself to just that policy at the 
Mexico City conference of the Foreign Minis- 
ters of the American Republics. But whether 
it really goes forward depends on all of us. 

It’s a down-to-earth program based on the 
idea that we can’t be free and prosperous if 
the other Americas are suffering and hungry. 

Therefore, we’ve determined to work things 
out together. That means developing Latin 
America’s resources. It also means helping 
establish new industries that will raise their 
living standards and, by giving them a break, 
help ourselves. 

What do we get in return? Well, Brazil 
gave us bases for the jump-off into Africa. 
Other bases in Central America, Colombia 
and Cuba protected the Panama Canal. 

I also saw how, when the Japs cut off sup- 
ply sources, Bolivian tin and tungsten, Chil- 
ean copper and nitrates went into weapons, 
ammunition and precision instruments; Ecua- 
dorian balsa, into our lightweight bombers, 
lifeboats and rafts. Latin American nitrates 
provided the fertilizer for our wartime crops. 
We spent $5,000,000,000 in the other Amer- 
icas in the last four-and-a-half years, but that 
wasn’t just good-will wooing. 

Without such materials, the United Nations 
war industry could never have produced the 
things our side needed. And what we got from 
Latin America was kept from enemy hands. 

“Our first idea behind American partner-

ship, therefore, is mutual protection,”’ one 
high-ranking U. S. official told me. “‘If we de- 
cide to stick by ourselves, Latin America, 
which hasn’t the finances, know-how or ma- 
chines she needs, will become a prey for fas- 
cism, just as she almost did before Pearl Har- 
bor. Another time may be too late ... so 
we're not going to let it happen again.”’ 


Gain by Co-operation 


Besiwes, we stand to gain much by work- 
ing together. Mexico’s distinguished Secre- 
tary of Foreign Affairs, Ezequiel Padilla, put 
it to me this way: “Unless you have foreign 
markets, especially in the other Americas, the 
United States will not in itself be able to 
absorb its peacetime output.” 

I checked up on that, found most experts 
in complete accord. Before the war, for exam- 
ple, one day’s pay out of every seven earned 


by every textile worker in the U. S. came from 
foreign trade. Millions of automobile workers 
would have missed six weeks’ salary out of 
every 52. 

In the first two years after the war, 
Mexico will need at least $94,000,000 
worth of foreign capital equipment. Bra- 
zil will have to spend $986,000,000 in the 
next 10 years for new and used machinery and 
other equipment; Argentina, $645,000,000; 
Colombia, $386,000,000 — a total of $5,780,- 
000,000 for all the Latin countries. They 
already have over $3,000,000,000 spending 
money in the banks here. 

Before the war, Latin America did more 
business with Europe than with us. Our own 
indifference was partially responsible. So 
were British investments and needs, Ger- 
many’s low-price industry and propaganda, 
France’s cultural ties, Spain’s links of race 
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MODERN buildings, like this store in Uruguay, show a new trend 


and religion — plus better credit, easier terms 
and smarter salesmanship, if not better goods. 

The war halted that, and showed the need 
for a joint front against a common enemy. 
It also gave us a market for $900,000,000 in 
goods last year alone, $400,000,000 more than 
in 1938. It enabled us to import $1,310,000,000 
worth of goods from the other Americas in 
1944 — three times the prewar total. 


Help Them Buy and Sell 


Europe will want to lead the Americas again. 
But to help ourselves, we must help Latin 
America buy and sell more. “‘No charity or 
gifts,"” Chilean Ambassador Marcial Mora 
Miranda explains, “but aid, fifty-fifty aid.’’ 

During the past five years, our government, 
as much because of the war as anything else, 
has supplied just that. Health programs were 
established in 18 countries because, without 


controlling malaria, workers in Paraguay and 
Uruguay, the Dominican Republic and Haiti 
could never have been able to produce goods 
and materials needed for the war. Our men 
helped establish food-supply programs in 
Costa Rica, Panama, Honduras and elsewhere 
for the same reason, and to help supply 
our own troops and civilian workers at air and 
naval bases. 

Vocational education, to cite only one ex- 
ample, helped provide a pool of skilled Latin 
American manpower for the emergency. 

When we couldn’t send rolling stock needed 
by Mexican railroads, we did find Spanish- 
speaking experts who showed how twice as 
much freight could be carried with the same 
equipment ... and got Mexican workers to 
help pick crops in manpower-short areas. 

We've helped develop rubber plantations 
in the Amazon, fisheries in the Caribbean, 


vegetable oil farms in Brazil. Our Import- 
Export Bank has loaned and taken back, 
right on time, many millions more dollars 
than anybody thought could be handled. 


None of this was a handout; it helped both > 


ourselves and the Latin Americans. 


War-Baby Programs 


Many of these programs are war babies. 
Indicative of their value, however, is the fact 
that many Latin American governments and 
private companies — individuals, U.S. and 
Latin American — are moving in. Westing- 
house has pioneered with the first importing 
department of any such major U. S. company 
— to buy and develop in the other Americas 
things which can be sold here. 

Pan American Airways has helped found 
companies run by nationals of the countries, 
with Pan American holding only a minority 
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interest. Auto manufacturers have marked 
some of their first new cars for Latin America 
— even though all could be sold here. 

Such steps, and similar steps by an in- 
creasing number of small businesses, U. S. 
communities and individuals, are a far cry 
from the day when not only the Yanguts, as 
the Latin Americans call us, but the British, 
Germans, Spanish and other foreigners went 
down, got what they could milk out, and left. 

it’s also a shift from the days when our 
government grabbed what it wanted. 
But this shift has not been altruistic. 

Good Neighboring got us men and mate- 
rials, halted the enemy, helped erase Latin 
American fear and distrust. Hemispheric 
partnership with the 133,577,648 Americans 
below the border will take us toward the per- 
manent peace and prosperity for which we 
all are fighting. The End

wo years flying over Europe; some med- 
als; a couple of wounds, and “battle

“‘Hell!”” I exclaimed. “‘Sagalook and his 
people would starve before they’d do business 
with Cramm again.”

It was more than that. It was an Arctic 
classic in treachery and double-dealing. Saga- 
look was twenty-five when it started, and he 
had an Eskimo’s friendliness, faith and admi- 
ration for the whites. Cramm, who was 
thirty, pushed through the ice with a schooner 
loaded with trade goods. He told a sad tale 


of low fur prices and hard times outside, then 
made Sagalook a proposition that was a steal.

When he heard of World War I, you’d have 
thought the Eskimo would have said, ‘““The 


hell with the whites; they're cheats."’ But 
instead, he showed up at Nome saying, “‘Me 
damn’ good "Merican. I fight.’’ The Signal 
Corps grabbed Sagalook and his brother — 
they could relay critical Army orders in their 
dialect —a trick which drove the Hun de- 
coders crazy. The brother was killed just 
before the armistice. 

After the war Jack and I flew the first 
plane to reach Sagalook’s village. The con- 
traption wasn’t much more than an egg crate 
with a windmill on the front end, but we made 
it. We well wondering. where to set her 
down when two Eskimo kids dashed out, 
carrying red flags which they planted on a 
strip of tundra. 

“‘Me know plane come sometime,’’ Sagalook 
had said. “‘Make field.”’ 

Sure enough, a stretch of tundra_had been 
cleared of whale bones and the other debris 
you found around an Eskimo village, and the 
high spots had been leveled down.

Ow tHat December 7th, when World War II 
hit us, Sagalook had been icebound.

I named my price, which was fair and he 
knew it, but he was a long time in accepting.

I looked up with my old bush pilot’s eyes. 
“‘Weather’s okay,”’ I forecast. 

“I want the CAA forecast,” he snapped.

We went into the Nome station and I 
looked over the weather map.

“One thing more,”’ he said, and his eyes 
narrowed. “‘In the trading business a man 
protects himself in the clinches. If you know 
fur. and ivory prices in the States, keep them 
to yourself. I don’t want you tipping off Saga- 
look. Is that clear? Have I your word on it?” 

‘I think we 
had better reduce all of this to a written con- 
tract — the terms of the charter and your 
agreement to give no price information to 
Sagalook.”’

ING CROSBY says he can’t read a note of 
B music — yet he’s been heard singing. by 
more people than anyone else in history. 

He sings because he likes to, wouldn’t dare 
take a singing lesson if he wanted to, which 
he doesn’t. He doesn’t take himself seriously 
for Bing has a firm opinion that Lady Luck 
has just happened to be very kind to a cer- 
tain crooner. He didn’t see his Academy- 
Award winning performance in “Going My 
Way” until a week before receiving his Oscar. 
Then he and his wife, Dixie, dropped into a 
neighborhood theater to see it. 

Everything Bing does seems casual. 
He’s always relaxed. That accounts for 
the legend, “‘Bing’s just plain lazy.”’ 

The legend is as phony as the Crosby- 
Sinatra feud: Bing owns the Crosby Research 
Foundation, which finances promising in- 
ventors, and operates the Major Foundry in 
Puente, Calif.

Me averages a new Decca 
record every other week and is regular host of 
the Thursday night Kraft Music Hall radio 
program. And his brother, Larry, states flatly 
Bing has never been a millionaire.

HE habit of swearing, all too 
easily acquired, becomes hard 
to stop. It is a habit which is 
offensive _to the listeners as well 
as damaging to the speaker whose 
speech it defiles. Moreover, the 
war has proved it one of the easi- 
est of habits to get into. 
Many young servicemen think 
they have to swear profusely to 


prove that they are hardened men. 


Teen-agers pick up swearing in the 
effort to seem what they believe is 
“sophisticated.” But worst of all 
are the normally well-man- 
nered women who are not aware 
of using swear words often. 
In many cases it has come about 
this way: A young woman who 
took a job recently was appalled 
at the language she heard.

Becomes a Habit 


One who has become inured to 
profanity has no idea that the 
habit has become hers until, on an 
occasion when she wants to appear 
at her best, she is horrified to re- 
alize what she has said. 
Occasionally there are times 
when something strong to say 
does seem to ease tension or “‘let 
off steam."’ The impulse to ex- 
claim something is usually, it seems 
to me, due to interference. It may 
be the interference of someone, 
but it is just as likely to be the in- 
terference of time or perhaps of an 


inanimate object, or any persis- 
tent interference with what one is 
intent upon accomplishing. But 
this, one must admit: Quite apart 
from whether the exclamation one 
utters is harmless or very much the 
reverse, swearing detracts from 
the personality of the user. 

Even so, I do believe that few 
persons have achieved the tran- 
quility of an old lady I once knew 
who, delayed by three blowouts, 
missed her steamer to Europe. 


To Put it Mildly! 


More than that, her maid had 
been sent on the ship so as to have 
the luggage on board and the cabin 
in order. On the empty dock she 
turned to her grandson who had 
come with her and said, “I think 
this is really very dull!’ 

The difference between so-called 
swear words and profanity is very 
important. Not that any of it is 
good, but very certainly there are 
occasions when “Dear me!"’ and 
“Oh brother!’ are not exactly 
adequate. Why “‘damn’”’ all by it- 
self is considered so bad that it is 
seldom even put into print, I 
can’t see. But preceded by the 
name of the Deity or turned into 
a curse by adding “you,” it is 
really unsayable by most of us. 
At least I hope — and think. 

In any case, this is true: 
Swearing does not express au- 
thority coming from the lips of 
a woman, It doesn’t add to the 
dignity of a man. In fact, among 
those who are happy, healthy and 
competent, and able to do what 
they wish to do, there is little like- 
lihood of their wanting to swear.

frozen foods are defrosted at room 
temperature. 

For example, a 30-pound carton 
of fruit solidly frozen (which nor- 
mally requires 20 hours to defrost) 
can be thawed in 15 minutes by the 
new process. A likely technique for 
commercial food plants will be to 
place cartons or barrels of the frozen 
products on conveyor belts to pass 
through “‘broadcast’’ ovens at con- 
trolled speed. A small device similar 
to an electric toaster is in the offing 
for defrosting packaged frozen foods 
in the home.
